MEET AT NOON 


Leaders of Two Parties to 


Meet Sept. 20 at 


White House 


Washington —PR— President Roo- 


sevelt today called congress to meet 
in special session at noon Sept. 21. 


Although his proclamation made 


no mention of the neutrality act, 
the president already had stated in- 
formally he would seek repeal of 
the arms embargo clause and try to 
confine the session to that ac- 
tion. 


At the same time he signed the 


proclamation convening congress, 
the president sent telegrams to a 
group of Democratic and Repub- 
lican leaders in both senate and 
house, asking them to meet him 
the afternoon of Sept 20 for an in- 
formal conference at the White 
House. 


The proclamation convening con- 


gress said: 


"Whereas public interests re- 


quire that the Congress of the 
United States should be con- 
vened in extra session at 12 
o'clock noon, on Thursday, the 
21st day of September, 1939, to 
receive such communications as 
may be made by the executive; 


"Now, 
therefore, I, Franklin 


D. Roosevelt, president of the 
"United States of America, do 
hereby proclaim and 
declare 


that an' extraordinary occasion 
requires the Congress of the 
United States to convene in ex- 
tra session at the capitol in the 
city of Washington on Thurs- 
day, the 21st day of September, 
1939, at 12 o'clock, noon, of 
which all persons who shall at 
that time be entitled to act as 
members thereof are hereby re- 
quired to take notice.**

10 miles wide through the ah-. 


The value of this construction, it 


was said, would be between 35 and 
40 million dollars a month. 


Because of military secrecy, air- 


plane manufacturers are unwilling 
to release detailed figures, but the 
industry's clearing house, the Aero- 
nautical Chamber of Commerce of 
America, is authority for the state- 
ment that production of airplanes, 
engines and parts now is at the rate 
of $17,000,000 a month, an' increase 
of 52,000,000 a month in the last 
30 days. 


Expect Law Revision 


Aviation officials confidently ex- 


pect the federal neutrality law to 
be revised to permit combatant na- 
tions to buy airplanes here on a 
cash-and-carry basis. Experts in the 
chamber assert production could be 
stepped up 
close to $25,000,000 a 


month before the end of the year, 
on the basis of present orders.

average valuation of $40,000 per 
fighting plane would indicate the 
industry intends to be turning out

How rough this valuation is may

fEmergency9 Proclamation Now 
Merely Paves Way for Future 


BY RAYMOND CLAPPER 


Washington—This is a time when things are not necessarily what they 


seem. Once a shrewd and cynical man of affairs—I think it was J. P. 
Morgan the first—observed that when a person took an important'action 
he usually had .two reasons for it; first, a good reason, which was will- 
ingly stated, and second, the real reason, which would not be disclosed. 


Nothing has been said about the real reasons behind 


President Roosevelt's praclamation which he describ- 
ed as declaring a "limited national emergency." The 
inner reasons give this action a much larger signifi- 
cance. 


In a strictly legal sense, the proclamation was not 


necessary at this time. Action thus far taken under" it 
could have been accomplished without any such 
proclamation. Mr. Roosevelt had the power, without 
issuing this proclamation, to order additional recruit- 
ing for the army and navy which leaves both con- 
siderably short of. authorized peace-time strength. He 
likewise had the power to add 150 FBI agents and to 
use state department funds to bring home Americans' 
stranded abroad.

tural expansion that brought such wrack- 
ing pains 20 years ago. 


It has seemed to us that the fears of 


Mr. OTvfeal are more realistic than those 
of Senator LaFollette, and that the dan- 
ger of farm expansion is much more 
perilous than that of the munitions in- 
dustry simply because the former cannot 
well be regulated or handled and the lat- 
ter can. 


Neither of these subjects can be con- 


sidered without giving due attention to a 
peculiar human trait that creates some- 
thing only as substantial as a fog and as 
reliable as quick silver into a xvay of life. 


If this war continues for a year and 


brings plentiful orders to farmers' and 
munition makers we will find them both 
forgetting that they are' living upon a 
temporary condition; and if it should con- 
tinue two years they will begin to deny 
they ever saw hard times and that the 
world has so changed that their orders 
will, somehow, keep up forever. 


That mental process is as dangerous as 


a. new explosive. The munition maker 
and the-allied industries that are bene- 
fited by his prosperity will begin to see 
advantages in additions and extensions. 
The farmer will conclude that with an- 
other 40 or 80 in wheat or sugar beets 
lus bank account will be much more grati- 
fying to ids eye. 


Gradually the caution of all may be 


worn down. And when the war is over 
and, sooner or later the boom nosedives 
like a spent rocket, the whole country 
faces fee disaster of shrinkage agonies. 


But both Senator LaFollette and Mr. 


O'Neal have overlooked the 
fact 
that 


America was through World War No. 1 
and even though memories be often too 
short they are not entirely -empty. Prac- 
tical means may be devised to hold in- 
dustry, through SEC as well as taxes, in 
xeasonble check. Farmers can be re- 
strained only by a constant reminder of 
the pitfalls and an appeal to their inher- 
ent caution.

Doctors Dubious 


The last time "we women went

around the waist," said one doctor

slightly tighter waists. But little 
women who are already- quite 
mall will suffer seriously if. they 
ace themselves in too tightly." 


"'Women will begin to breathe

It is a waste of energy at 
this season to fertilize plants which 
have about completed their life 
cycle and which are at the present 
time in the period when they store 
up loot energy* for another season. 
The same may aptly apply to those 
plants which are now forming seeds. 
Artificial stimulants are definitely 
harmful to them. However, the 
plants now bearing blossoms and on 
which, it is hoped, the blooms may 
continue, will benefit greatly from 
the stimulating effects of a fertiliz- 
er. 


The late - blooming annuals are 


representative of this class. For 
fertilizing them now, it is suggested 
that a concentrated, more or less 
'soluble, inexpensive material be us- 
ed. This excludes the use of old- 
fashioned manure and complete 
fertilizers 
- Among the materials principally 
usedifor their stimulating qualities 
are nitrate of soda, ammonium sul- 
phate and calcium nitrate. The use 
of any promotes rapid growth and 
helps build leaf and stem tissue. 
All are available at garden supply 
houses. You could safely allow one 
teaspoonful of any of the materials 
to an individual plant. This can be 
diluted with water and applied with 
a sprinkling can or it can be raked 
into the surface to be followed by 
heavy watering.
